i Les Brown Says ‘No’ To Heroin Maintenance & 


State Rep. Les Brown told the CALL & POST Tuesday 
he regrets ever having allowed his name to be attached 
to the so-called “heroin maintenance” bill (H.B. 709) now 
being considered by the Senate Rules Committee. 

Brown, who was listed as a co-sponsor of H.B. 709, 
spoke against the bill in the Ohio House of Represen- 
tatives and voted with the minority against its passage. 

The bill provides for the licensing of one of the state’s 
already established methadone programs to administer 
previously banned drugs-including heroin-—in the treat- 
ment of heroin addiction. 

Under terms in the proposed law, the heroin main- 
tenance program would last for only thrée years before 
the Ohio House would have to re-examine it and decide 
whether to extend it or end it. 

Brown explained. that When State Rep. Ed. Orlett, 
prime sponsor of H.B: 709, approached-him and asked 
that he‘lend his name as a co-sponsor, he (Brown) un- 
derstood only that the proposal was aimed at attacking 
the problem of heroin addiction.

ECCO May Have To Survive 
Without City Funds For Now

if the ECCO Family 
Health Center-is going to 
continue operating at its 
present level of services, it 
may have to do so without 
Federal revenue-sharing 
funds, at least for the im- 
mediate future. 

In. two letters to the 
president of the health 
center’s board of directors 
last week, the director of 
the city’s department of 
community services 
reiterated her department's 
desire ta help the facility to 
survive, and spelled out 


the conditions under which 
the city would. consider 
restoring . more than 
$500,000 in Federal Com- 
munity Development Act 
(CDA) funds. 

In February, city council 
refused to extend the 
health center's CDA fun- 
ding through June 3. after 
the city auditor was infor- 
med Price Waterhouse 
and o. that a city- 
contracted audit of 
ECCO's 
be comp because 
“irregularities” and “inade- 
Quacies” in the facility's 
records. 


Considering the state of 
the health center's fiscal 
affairs and the cloud of un- 
certainty surrounding the- 
agency's future, it seems 
unlikely that the conditions 
imposed by the city last 
week can be immediately 
met. = 

Odella T. Welch, director 
of community services, in a 
March 31 letter to Dr. Ben 
Holland, president of the 
ECCO Health Center 
Board, stated that the cen- 
ter must pay nearly $40,000 
in back taxes to the IRS, 
repay $15,000 to the city 
for improperly disbursed

‘Class Is Struggle Of. Seventies ;’ 
Urges Blacks In Political Process

“The problems of the 
Sixties were simple 
compared to those of the 
Seventies," according to 
long-time civil rights 
activist Bayard Rustin who 
dialogued with community 
residents last week at the 
South Side Settlement 
House, 363 Reeb Av. 

Rustin, current president 
of the A. Phillip Randolph 
Institute, is the founder of 
the Congress of Racial 
Equality (CORE), organizer 
of the 1963 March on 
Washington. and one-time 
Wilberforce University 
student, was the third in a 
series of "city speakers” 
scheduled at South Side 
Settlement House. 

“People often ask ‘What 
ever happened do the civil 
rights movement?’” Rustin 
noted “During the Sixties—

He hy cited the National Urban 
League's rt, “The State of Black 
America...1978,” that there “is a distur- 
bing duality of the black economy .. a 
slowly growing black middie class and 
on agree? jobless lower economic 


. “The central fact our nation and our 
political leaders must understand is that 
the conditions of black citizens have 
worsened in the decade since the Kerner 
report was filed .. and forgotten,” he 
stormed. 

He sald that in 1968 while the Kerner 
Commission was warning of the dangers 
of black poverty and unemployment, the 
black jobless rate was 6.7 percent. Last 
month it was almost twelve percent, he 


said. "And we know from the Urban 


League’s hidden unemployment index 


‘that the official figures really count on 


about half the unemployed,” he reported. - 
Still hammering away on his central 


. point, Jordan charged that while “White 


America congratulates itself on steadily 
lower unemployment rates and end to 
recession, black people see little real im- 
provement in jobless figures and ‘remain 
in economic depression. 

“While White America considers that 
discrimination is a thing of the past, 
black people know that discrimination ... 
in jobs, in housing, in 
education ... is still with us.” 

“While White America worries about 
the. supposed effect of reverse 
discrimination, black people remain pain- 
fully aware of continued black disadvan- 
taged in almost<every area of life. 

‘Where, we ask, is this ‘reverse 
discrimination’.in_.an. economy where 
blacks with somé college have the same 
unemployment rates as white high school 
dropouts. Where is the ‘reverse 
discrimination’ when blacks with some 
high school education have double the 
unemployment rates of whites who never 
past elementary school,” he asked. 

Zeroing in on the National government 
and the private sector, the Georgia born 
black leader commented that as in the 
1960's, “it is the duty of the civil rights 
movement to continue to press upon our 
Nation the moral imperative of realizing 
the too-long deferred dream of racial 
equality.” 

In our struggle for parity and for 
justice, it is clear that “we must look first 
to our National Government,” he said. 
The private sector is of the utmost impor- 
tance, but it has “demonstrated a greater 
capacity to respond to the national ef- 
forts than to lead them,” he declared. 

State and local governments “have 
“historically been either insensitive or 
unable to deal with the problems that 
face black people,” he continued. 
“Historically, the National Government 
has been the engine of black progress, 


_that has effectively overcome some of the 


barriers black people faced, that has the 


power and the resources to overcome the ~ 


remaining barriers,” he observed. 


_ As the seat of National power and the 
repository of moral authority and leader- 


ship, “it is the National Government ... - 


and it alone can mobilize the nation's will 
to overcome racial inequality,"’ he said as 
an obvious challenge to President Carter. 
It was at this point that for the firsttime 
during his speech that he laid much of 
the blame on the White House steps. 
“That ia why we must look with alarm 
at the popular belief that government is 
limited in its ability to deal with national 
issues. The President himself. in the 


pive in to defeatism, and 
ssons of history, which teach 
that government did. mobilize the nation 
to win wars, tO set national goals, to at- 
tack segregation and to reduce poverty,” 
Jordan said. 

He. then went on to cite instances in 
which the Carter Administration has used 


Humphrey Bill, its move against 
Rediining, the bold measures to assure 
that Community Development: Biock 
Grants are used for the benefit 

public works and public 
‘and it has done much 
more, as well,” Jordan pointed out. 

In light of these accomplishments, Jor- 
dan_ said there is no need for the Ad-

what it has done and what it will do. And 
especially, it should concentrate on what 
it will do for the poor and the black 
masses who have invested in this Ad- 
ministration their votes and their hopes. 

Commenting on Carter's Endorsement 
of the Hawkins-Humph Full. Em- 
ployment Bill, Jordan said the endor- 
sement isn’t enough. He said the bill 
faces uncertain fate in the Senate. “An 
Administration that twisted arms and 

promises to round up votes to sup- 
port the Panama Canal Treaty can do no 
less to ensure passage of the Humphrey- 
Hawkins Bill. 

But while he was generous in his 
criticism of White America, he also of- 
fered: some sound advice to Black 
America. While he urged black America 
to keep the pressure on the Ad- 
ministration and the establishment, he 


_reminded them that “we have a duty to 


dtirselves. “We've got to work in our own 
neighborhoods to fight the crime and 
decay, the hopelessness and despair that 
prevent us from reaching our full poten- 
thal. 


“Yes, we have a duty to ourselves to - 


keep our kids’ noses in school books and 
not in a cocain bag; we have a 
duty to keep our streets and our lives. 
clean, and we have a responsibility to 
strive for excellence and perfection in 
spite of difficulties. 

Black people have to keep the 
pressure on Washington and the private 
sector, but we've also got to keep the 
pressure on. durselves. not to allow our- 
selves to be dragged down by social con- 
ditions. The President isn't going to help 
our kids with the homework and the 
Congress isn’t going to instill in them 
pride: and excellence, and the private 
sector isn’t going to help us pass the 
tests. ~ 

“Some things We're going to have to 
do ourselves,” he charged.

Minorities and School Boards 


Every once in a while a set of statistics 
ars that sheds new light on the 
uniqueness of racism in America and 
how _ it specifically impacts blacks and 
other disadvantaged minorities in their 
struggle toward freedom and equality. 

An examination of how our local 
schools are governed and current 
proposed “reforms” falls into that 
category. During a meeting with Dr. 
Bruce E. Williams, assistant director of 
the Rockefeller Foundation, the following 
enlightening information surfaced. 

The state of IIlinois currently has 1,177 
school districts of various types. All are 
governed by elected boards, except for 
the Chicago School. District, whose 
board is appointed; Connecticut has 169 
schoo! districts,all-with elected boards 
except the city of New Haven; Delaware 
26 school districts which are in- 
indent units of government, all are 
elected except for the city of Wilmington; 
while Pennsylvania has approximately 
503 elected boards of education, two of 
which are appointed, Philadelphia and 
Pittsburgh. 

Additionally New York state has 749 in- 
dependent school districts, of various 
types, which are governed by 5,097 board 
members, with 5,064 whom are elected. 

We also observe that Mayor Edward 
Koch of NYC is pushing hard to dissolve 
the New York City Board of Education 
with an annual budget of $2.5 billion and 
replace it with a commissioner who 
would be responsible to the mayor. 

Only a cursory knowledge of census 
data would cause most eyebrows to raise 
and recognize a familiar pattern of in- 
stitutional behavior that continues to be 
the black experience in the

“No single tradition in public education 
is more deeply rooted than local control 
over the operation of schools; local 
autonomy has long been thought essen- 
tial. both to the maintenance of com- 
munity concern and support for public 
schools and to quality of the educatianal 
process." 

The emerging pattern of changing the 
manner in which our schools are gover- 
ned should be watched very closely. In- 
deed our history is crammed full of exam- 
ples of changing the rules when it's our 
turn to step into the batter's box. 

We would also, like to thank the per- 
ceptive and thoughtful. Dr. Bruce E. 
Williams, for calling our attention to 
another, not so subtle, form of in- 
stitutional racism. : :

The Middle Class Revolt 


The media are full of 1978's first trend - the so- 
“middie class revolt." The middie class, 


supposed to be angry. ' 

What about? It seems, according to the pundits, 
that the middie class is angry about high taxes, about 
supposed advantages given to minorities, about the 
high costs of welfare, and atout rising inflation. 

How justified is this anger - if it actually exists? The 
answer has to be that the anger is unjustified. It’s also 
not new. It's a reflection of the same old stories we 
used to get when Nixon was appealing to the “silent 
majority,” which translates into the white middie class 
and in 1970s terminology, the “middle class revolt.” 

Anger is distinctly unjustified because the 
American middie. class is the most favored in the 
world. The beef about taxes, for example, would get 
laughs in other industrial nations where high taxes 
support large-scale public services and aid to the 
poor. In America, by comparison, taxes are relatively 
low and the middie class is the prime beneficiary. 

Their taxes have bought quite a bit for the middle 
class - subsidized home mortgages, subsidized subir- 
ban roads, subsidized college education, and even 
subsidized jobs, since many are employed.in jobs that 
exist only because of government activities. 

The charges that the middie class’ tax burden 
swells on stouty over! federal establishment is 
false. The federal share of the gross national product 
is only about-22 percent, more or less where it has” 
been for years and years. 

And middie class taxpayers have access to tax 
exemptions and deductions not available to low in- 
come people. interest payments, capital gains and 
other key elements>of family budgets and income 
statements are either charged against taxes due or 
taxed at lower rates that earned income. If all the 
loopholes were closed, tax rates could be lower for 
everyone. The fact that loopholes sist is an in- 
dication that the affluent find them more useful than 
otherwise. 

There's also supposed to be “anger” at the breaks 
minorities are considered to be getting. What breaks? 
Here's another pernicious myth, enshrined by the 
phrase “reverse discrimination.” , 

Where's the reverse discrimination when the dollar 
gap in earnings between white and black families is 
wider than it was a decade ago and is still growing? 
Where's the reverse discrimination when blacks still 
lag in college entrance, when black unemployment 
rates are more than double those for whites, and 
when blacks with higher educational! attainments than 
whites Nave higher jobless rates? 

Those so-called breaks for minorities don't exist — 
there is no category in which blacks-and other 
minorities even in to approach the access to op- 
portunities enj by the white middie class. 

The middie class revolt is also supposed to be 
enraged about welfare. How to explain anger at the 
minimal welfare benefits alloted to the victims of this 
economy, benefits barely enough to ensure survival at 
less than minimal living standards. Part of it could be 
due to good old-fashioned racism - the belief that 
welfare is for blacks and Hispanics. But the majority 
of welfare recipients are white! 

Anger about inflation is also off-base. Figures show 
rising incomes for the white middle class, enough to 
keep pace with inflation and even to outstrip it. The 
bulk of inflation is concentrated in four areas - food, 
energy, health = pousine. ye kenge take up” ~

. Black people. who keep 
their fingers on . the 
national operating pulse, 
begin to turn strong 
attention ‘to getting black.

. breaks Negro builders get 


@ small slice of the pie; 
generally none at all. 

It is a matter of equality 
in letting contracts’ for 
building and it is a matter 
of quality. workin letting 
the contract. Needless to 
Say, whites needing 
construction naturally turn 
to their own kind, probably 
someone they know. That 
is natural, for that is 
precisely what black 
people have .tried to do. 

There can be a tidal 
wave of movement to get 
building contracts’ for 
blacks, but those builders 
need schooling prior to 
undertaking a job. This 
means that the black 
buitder has so much to 


-learn-about the field. 


A very important lesson 
lies in keeping his 
commitment of having the 
work done at the promised 
time. Black builders have 
been notoriously lax in that 
requirement. 

The black builder tries to 
do a host of jobs at a time; 
a piecemeal bit at one 
location; drive a stake at 
another; pound a nail at 
another, and lay cement at 
another, all in one day’s 
activity. 

He has to learn to tell 
John Doe, “I'll have the job 
finished on the 10th,” and 
Jack Smart, “I'll have your 
work completed on the 
20th." > 

He must space out 
completion dates so that 


‘his customers will not be 


disappointed. He should 
stick to John Doe's project 


> and get it done on time, 


exercising excellent 
workmanship on it. He 
should do the same for Bill 
Smart. Performance of 
work like that results in his 
establishing a good 
reputation as a contractor, 

But when he promises 
Doe the 10th of the month 
and Smart the "20th, and a 
dozen others quick 
service; when he works a 
short while at John Doe's; 
an hour at the Smart 
location and piecemeal 
action elsewhere, and 
comes up short of. his 
promise -— the grapevine 
gives him a bad name as 
unreliable. 


It is shiftlessness on tne 
part of black contractors 
that finds them squawking 
to get race prejudice out of 
contract letting. Their own 
people have had too many 
bad experiences with him.

The late Atty. Frank C. 
Shearer hired a biack man 
to redecorate his office. He 
stalled around Of the job.

One has to believe that 
the _skimpish__number—of 
buildina contracts going to 
blacks is not because of 
race -but because of 
reputation. Black people 
have a tot of building 
programs but they have 
been going to whites to get 


the work done. They don't” 


trust black contractors to 
get the work done, 
especially when they want 
it done. 

And that other annoying 
bother they have to 
contend with is having the 
contractor running to them 
asking for advances so 
that he can buy supplies. It 
happens so much with 


black contractors in the - 


picture. 

The black contractor 
ought to go to school to 
learn good business 
practices or to a builder's 
revival (church fashion) to 
learn how to reform. He 
should be fully in the 
builder's picture. When he 
worked with white builders 
in every way, certainly he 
had time to learn building 
ethics, plus how to pour 
concrete and pound nails. 

The contractor with a 
reputation of reliability 
gets the jobs, like the early 
bird gets the worm. The 
best advertising is the 
word passed along about 
his work through the 
grapevine -- what one 
customer tells a friend. 

What can a property 
owner of the southeast 
corner of 20th and Long 
Sts. say about the quality 
of the ‘sidewalk recently 
laid there? The work looks 
fine, but it took weeks 
.getting a job like that 
done, which could have 
been completed in_ two 
ber or so with ease. 

hose who strongly 
advocate that the small 
black businessman gets 
some building contracts 


had better hold some_., 


symposiums: to school the 
black builder on how to 
get the work done on time 
and without flaws,-with his 
own money, rather than by 
advance ' payments from 
the property owner. 

It may seem like. an 
Qutlandish contention to 
say that the lack of black 
contractors is not 
predicated so much on 
racial attitudes, but moreso 
on bad réputation, but 
there lies the probable 
reason. Wealth, as income, 
lies in satisfying the 
customer — not holding 
him over a barrel.

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Teacher's Remarks About Blacks 
Subject For Complaint To ACLU | 


By MICK! SELTZER 


A Gahanna mother has 
filed a complaint with the 
American Civil Liberties 
Union (ACLU) in regard to 
remarks made about 
blacks in her daughter's 


~ classroom. 


Jacqueline Wimberly, 
7838 Havens Road, told the 
CALL-POST that Patricia 
Bjerstedt, an English com- 
position teacher at Lincoin 
High School in Gahanna, 
made remarks last Decem- 
ber which she said were 
“derogatory to Negroes.” 

Wimberly said she spoke 
to the teacher, and sub- 
sequently the principal and 
superintendent, and has 
received no satisfaction. 
She added that Bijerstedt 
retaliated by giving her 
daughter, an honor 
student, a failing grade in 
an essay-type exam. 

Wimberly said her 
daughter, Joni, has been in 
the school system since 
kindergarten and has 
never had any problems. 
An 11th grader, she will 
graduate early with honors 
and has already had offers 
of college scholarships. 
Wimberly's three older 
children have also been 
through the school system. 

While her children had 
not had this teacher 
previously, she said she 
knows of other children 


who have had similar 
problems with the teacher. 

The ACLU contacted the 
superintendent of Jeffer- 
son Local Schools and 
was told that the teacher 
was reviewing a book, and 
didn't state the derogatory 
remarks as a fact or as her 
view, but as a false popular 
myth. 


The ACLU then asked if 
the .Wimberly's.__had 
evidence to the contrary, 
and Joni: recorded two in- 
stance of remarks made by 
Bjerstedt. “Discussing a 
story bya black author,” 
Joni write, “she explained 
who was black and who 
was white .. Then she said 
she thought this ‘one 
character was biack 
because of the smell he 
described.

Recommendations for state school desegregation 
policy in Ohio and an.analysis of other states’ policies 
are included in a new publication by the Citizens’ Coun- 
cil For Ohio Schools entitled Beyond the Courts: State 
Policies for School Desegregation. 

The Citizens’ Council document. recommends three 
general policies asa framework for developing specific 
solutions to desegregation in Ohio: 1) the state should 


share the costs of court ordered desegregation; 2) the 
state ould provide financial incentives to school 


districts that are voluntarily considering or providing in- 


tegrative programs; and 3) 


the state should monitor 


progress towards desegregation in local districts. 


Author Louise McKinney, 


Cleveland, surveyed all 50 


states about their desegregation policies and reports the

desegregation. According to the report, state interven- 
tion in other states has helped to implement court- 
ordered remedies. Many states have encouraged volun- 
tary desegregation and prevented the costly litigation 
process which is inevitable if efforts are not taken to 
voluntarily desegregate public education. State 
assistance, the report said, can lead to more acceptable 
and peaceful solutions and more educational im- 
provements than are available when desegregation is or- 
dered by a court. 

Six Ohio cities, including Columbus, are already in- 
volved in desegregation litigation while five others have 
been or are being. reviewed by the Office for Civil Rights 
of the U.S. Department of Health, Education and Welfare.
